Mr.  Tapies  is  having  a 
one-man  show  at  the  Martha  Jackson  Gallery  during  November.  Jeanne 
Siegel  will  interview  him  on  the  program  ARTISTS  EUROPE,  Novem- 
ber 7  at  8:00  p.m.

PROGRAMMING  NOTES 

WBAI's  Washington  Bureau  is  supplying  an  innovation  to  our 
programming  this  month  which  we  recommend  as  priority  listening. 
Washington  Confrontation  will  pit  a  panel  of  experienced  Washington 
journalists  against  political  figures,  civil  servants  and  other  relevant 
denizens  of  Never-never-land  East  in  what  amounts  to  a  non- 
commercial, non-establishmentarian  "Meet  the  Press."  Three  programs 
of  significant  consumer  interest  are  also  being  provided  by  the 
Washington  Bureau  in  November:  Conversations  with  Ralph  Nader,  the 
terror  of  the  automotive  world,  and  the  rest  of  the  nation's  commercial 
hucksters.  (Wait  for  the  day  Nader  takes  an  interests  in  politics!) 

A  series  that  begins  this  month  is  The  New  American  Review,  to  be 
broadcast  bi-weekly;  it  will  feature  stories  and  articles  from  the  New 
American  Library.  A  new  commentator  will  be  starting  with  WBAI  this 
month.  Earl  Anthony,  Assistant  Minister  of  Information,  National 
Black  Panther  Party,  will  be  alternating  with  H.  Rap  Brown.  Consult 
the  Commentary  Index  for  dates  and  times. 

We'd  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  announce  that  a  new 
monthly  series  on  the  Supreme  Court,  Cases  and  Courts,  will  have  its 
premiere  in  December.  Monroe  Ireedman,  the  producer,  comes  with  an 


impressive  list  of  qualifications.  He  is  a  Prof,  of  Law  at  George 
Washington  University  Law  School;  was  formerly  director  of  the 
National  Capitol  Area  Civil  Liberties  Union,  legislative  consultant  to 
Congressional  committees,  and  Chairman  of  the  National  ACLU 
Committee  on  Privacy.  Mr.  Freedman  is  currently  a  fellow  at  the 
Institute  for  Policy  Studies  in  Washington.  We  think  this  upcoming 
series  is  a  relevant  and  important  one. 

Finally,  WBAI  would  like  to  announce  some  staff  changes  in  its 
Washington  Bureau.  Steve  Bookshester  has  had  to  leave  in  order  to  do 
his  required  alternate  service.  In  his  place,  Robert  Kuttner  will  be 
heading  the  Bureau.  Mr.  Kuttner  received  his  BA  at  Oberlin,  and  his  MA 
in  Political  Science  at  Berkeley.  He  studied  at  the  London  School  of 
Economics,  contributed  regularly  to  Commonweal,  was  formerly 
Legislative  Assistant  to  Congressman  Ryan  (NY),  and  is  currently 
writing  a  book  on  the  failure  of  enforcement  of  Civil  Rights  Legislation, 
to  be  called  The  Politics  of  Nullification.  Mr.  Kuttner  will  be  assisted  by 
Anne  Forrester,  currently  teaching  a  course  in  African  Studies  at 
Howard  University. 

This  month,  the  Drama  and  Literature  Department  presents  another 
production  by  the  Word  Players:  Fortuna,  a  styled  reading  of  medieval 
poetry.  We  also  take  great  pleasure  in  presenting  the  work  of  Mr. 
Stephen  MacDonogh,  an  English  poet  we  think  you'll  be  hearing  more 
about  in  the  future.  There  is  a  very  interesting  discussion  in  the  second 
program  about  the  BBC  and  the  now-defunct  "pirate"  radio  stations  off 
the  coast  of  Britain.  Also,  the  University  of  Chicago  has  sent  several 
radio  dramas  to  WBAI,  two  of  which  we  have  offered  this  month:  Cain 
by  Lord  Byron,  and  Home  Free  by  Lanford  Wilson.  Other  offerings  this 
month  include  The  Totally  Rich  by  John  Brunner  and  two  deceptively 
simple  stories,  A  Lion's  Tale  and  The  Seduction  of  an  Oriental  Virgin, 
both  by  Gershon  Freidlin. 

We  will  also  be  presenting  Dear  Nobody,  a  one-woman  show  by  the 
young  actress  Jame  Maria  Robbins.  Dear  Nobody  is  based  on  the  diaries 
and  letters  of  Fanny  Burney,  the  18th-century  English  novelist.  As  a 
result  of  the  success  of  her  novel,  Evelina,  Miss  Burney  was  introduced 
into  the  literary  and  fashionable  society  of  London  of  her  time.  Miss 
Robbins,  in  addition  to  enacting  Miss  Burney,  gives  delightful  imperson- 
ations of  such  diverse  characters  as  Mrs.  Thrale,  Dr.  Johnson,  and  King 
George  III.  Some  interesting  interviews  include  Stacey  Biswas  Day, 
author  of  Rosalita,  and  Stanley  Johnson,  author  of  The  Presidential 
Plot.  And,  of  course,  we  continue  with  The  English  Theatre  Scene  with 
Margaret  Croyden.  Dr.  Richard  Alpert  is  back  from  the  Himalayas,  and 
other  mountains,  with  an  account  of  his  experiences  in  The  Transfor- 
mation of  a  Man.  And  finally,  a  new  series  begins  this  month.  Dr.  Eric 
Bentley,  a  familiar  personality  to  WBAI  listeners,  will  begin  a  weekly 
program.  News  from  the  DMZ  on  Thursday,  November  7.  The  DMZ,  in 
this  case,  is  a  cabaret  theatre  rather  removed  from  the  Julius  Monk 
pattern.  We  think  you  will  be  interested  in  this  new  program. 

The  Folio  laborers  are  planning  a  surprise  for  December:  instead  of 
proofreading  copy,  correcting  spelling  mistakes,  and  other  dull, 
non-creative,  time-consuming  jobs,  we're  going  to  print  copy  just  as  it 
comes  to  us  from  the  program  producers.  Le  Folio  brut  in  December! 
This  will  also  help  subscribers  to  get  their  folios  in  time.

MUSIC      NOTES 


Eric  Salzman,  our  brand-new  nolonger-ex  Music  Director-just 
returned  to  the  fold-says  'hi'  to  all  you  folks  out  there  in  Radioland, 
and  offers  the  following  prognostications  for  his  new  regime.  (1)  The 
WBAI  Free  Music  Store,  a  place,  a  means,  a  context,  a  cellar,  a  loft,  a 
medium,  a  message,  somewhere,  someplace  where  things  can  happen - 
music  and  other  kinds  of  artistic  communication  as  well -outside  of  the 
music  biz,  outside  the  Culture-Center  Kulchur  syndrome  and  outside 
the  concert-museum  formats  which  presently  dominate  live  music. 
Young  performers  and  groups  will  appear,  with  musics  ranging  from 
electronic  to  jazz,  from  avant  to  derriere,  from  Renaissance  to  Rock, 
from  rags  to  raga,  from  Boulez  to  baroque,  from  classical  string  quartet 
to  electric  string  quartet,  from  Cage  to  chant.  The  idea  is  to  make  music 
without  the  conventional  rituals  and  without  the  formality  of  the 
concert,  but  instead,  with  the  most  direct  and  immediate  contact  and 
communication.  It'll  be  a  place  to  go  (free,  but  we'll  tactfully  ask  for 
contributions)  and  a  place  where  things  can  happen.  There'll  be  two  or 
three  groups  of  performers  an  evening  and  some  kind  of  refreshments. 
And  of  course  we'll  have  lots  of  good  stuff  for  later  broadcast.  Right 
now,  it's  just  a  gleam  in  our  eye  and  a  faint  tinkle  in  our  ear  but  I  think 
we  can  make  it  happen.  Anyone  knowing  of  a  suitable,  useable  place 
(preferably  free),  feel  free  to  get  in  touch.  Also,  ideas  about  time,  place, 
format,  etc.,  are  welcome.  (2)  Electronic  Music  Marathon  Watch  (out) 
for  this  one.  Complete  mixed-up  media.  We'll  do  this  somewhere  like  a 
Rock  club  with  films,  projections,  guest  stars,  and  such.  43  hours  of 
mind-blowing  madness.  Can  you  wait?  (3)  The  WBAI  Scratchy  Groove 
Awards  for  the  worst  records  of  the  year.  We'll  award  golden  statuettes 
of  Sixtus  Beckmesser  (whoever  he  is)  for  these  dubious  achievements. 
Following  this  and  in  response  to  public  demand  we  may  (if  not  headed 
off  first)  broadcast  our  special  transcriptions  of  the  Schlock  Musikfest 
of  1918  recently  discovered  in  the  Pacifica  Archives  by  the  WBAI  music 
department's  assistant  to  the  assistant,  our  own  Sgt.  Pepper.  (4)  New 
Programs  and  specials  covering  folk,  Rock,  pop,  ethnic,  jazz,  show 
music,  not  to  mention  classical  early,  middle  and  late-contemporary, 
electronic  and  you  name  it,  baby.  Watch  this  space.  (5)  Lots  of  Festival 
Programs;  also,  music  from  the  universities  (where  some  of  the  best  and 
most  adventurous  U.S.  music-making  is  taking  place  these  days);  also 
live  and  live-tape  pick-ups  from  major  events  around  town;  also,  talks, 
interviews  and  panels.  The  music  director  may  or  may  not  start  his  own 
show  of  odd  records  and  tapes  and  even  odder  talk  (depending  on 
whether  or  not  the  FCC  gives  him  permission).  We're  also  going  to  get 
an  electronic  music  synthesizer  of  our  very  own  just  as  soon  as  someone 
gives  us  the  necessary  $5,000  (if  you  know  of  any  rich  people  looking 
for  a  worthy  artistic  cause,  let  us  know).

STILL  MORE  NOTES 
ABOUT  OUR  COMPUTERIZED  SUBSCRIPTION  SYSTE 
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According  to  the  computer,  our  new  system  is  working  rather  well. 
The  backlog  of  new  sybscriptions,  renewals,  and  address  changes  (many 
from  the  Marathon)  has  all  been  processed.  Everyone  who  subscribed 
during  the  Marathon  and  after  should  have  received  the  October  Folio. 

It  takes  about  one  month  for  new  subscribers  to  receive  the  Folio. 
The  same  holds  for  re-instated,  lapsed  renewals.  Those  who  renew  as 
soon  as  they  receive  the  first  renewal  notice  ("EXPIRING"  on  the 
label)  will  receive  their  Folio  uninterrupted.  Those  who  wait  until  the 
second  or  third  notice  ("EXPIRED"  or  "LAPSED"  on  the  label, 
respectively)  may  miss  an  issue  or  two  of  the  Folio.  Moral:  send  your 
renewals  in  promptly. 

Speaking  of  promptness,  we  apologize  for  the  lateness  of  the 
September  and  October  Folios.  In  addition  to  the  new  computer 
addressing  system,  we're  working  with  a  new  printer,  a  new  mailer,  and 
the  old  Post  Office.  The  bugs  should  be  worked  out  of  the  total  system 
by  this  Folio  (we  hope!). 

And  speaking  of  (or  cursing  at)  the  Post  Office,  it  takes  them  about 
10  days  to  deliver  the  Folio  within  Manhattan  (15  days  outside  of 
Manhattan)  via  3rd-class,  bulk  mail.  When  everything  goes  well  in  the 
printing,  mailing  and  computer  departments,  3rd-class  postage  is 
sufficient  to  get  the  Folios  almost  everywhere  on  time.  Some  WBAI 
subscribers  prefer  to  pay  an  extra  amount  for  First  Class  postage  for 
their  Folio.  If  you  wish  your  Folio  sent  First  Class,  paste  your  Folio 
mailing  label  on  the  box  below  and  send  an  extra  $5,  along  with  your 
next  renewal.  If  you  wish  this  service  immediately,  pro-rate  the  amount 
at  the  rate  of  50  cents  for  each  month  remaining  in  your  subscription. 
Your  renewal  date  is  on  the  right  side  of  the  first  line. 

Finally,  you'll  notice  that  your  subscriber  number  has  changed  this 
month.  If  you  send  back  your  Folio  mailing  label  for  change  of  address, 
First  Class  postage,  or  for  any  other  reason,  please  send  the  label  from 
this  Folio  or  any  later  one,  but  not  from  the  September  or  October 
ones.  Earlier  labejs  will  not  screw  up  the  computer,  but  merely  cause 
lots  of  work  for  humans.  We  cannot  accept  any  changes  without  a 
current  mailing  label.

Programs 

For  Who? 

"WBAI  has  an  interesting  chink  in  its 
armor  —  it's  called  the  Young  People's 
Program."  someone  commented  recently, 
noting  that  he  had  heard  Paul  O'Dwyer 
on  a  talk-back  show  nominally  labelled 
"kiddies." 

The  fact  that  WBAI  has  an  hour  a 
day  (4-5  p.m.,  Saturday,  2-3  p.m.,  alter- 
nate Sundays)  of  programs  for  young 
people  surprises  some  listeners.  On  the 
other  hand,  many  of  the  people  who 
listen  to  these  programs  are  chronologi- 
cally adult.  Which  is  fine,  as  long  as  chil- 
dren listen  too.  In  today's  world  it  is 
hard  to  draw  the  line  between  them.  Wc 
try  to  explore  the  world  of  fantasy,  of 
society  and  politics,  of  nature  —  always 
working  towards  more  imagination,  more 
participation.  Communication  media 
should  be  two-way,  like  a  telephone  con- 
versation, not  a  one-way  experience  like 
sticking  a  bottle  into  the  consumer's 
mind. 

Here  is  a  guide  to  listening: 

Monday:  alternate  weeks  —  The  Real 
Story,  with  Richard  Schiffman.  a  high 
school  student,  interviewing  people  in  the 
news.  Includes  a  talk-back  section  for 
phone  calls. 

Alternate  weeks:  stories  or  non-fiction. 

Tuesdays:  Tuesday's  Child  —  folk 
songs,  stories,  poems,  with  original  music 
and  sound  mixes.  Produced  by  Bonnie 
Tcpper  and   Ed  Woodard. 

Wednesday;  When  the  Spirit  Says  Sinu, 
popular  new  series  with  Bob  Cohen. 
Listeners  join  in  the  music. 

Thursday:  Watkins  Rock  —  Caryn 
and  David,  two  teenagers,  play  their  own 
biend  of  rock. 

Friday:  Poetry  readings  such  as  "I 
Never  Saw  Another  Butterfly."  by  chil- 
dren in  Terezin  Concentration  Camp: 
"The  Voice  of  the  Children."  a  group 
in  Brooklyn;  interviews  with  young  film- 
makers, "Facc-to-Face"  discussions. 

Saturday:  Ronny  Watkins.  Caryn  and 
David's  father,  reads,  plays  music,  and 
talks  —  all  a  highly  personal,  sometimes 
gentle,  sometimes  angry,  dialogue. 

Sunday:  a  new  bi-monthly  program. 
Revolting,  produced  by  and  for  the  new 
generation  of  high  school  students.  Topics 
include  the  draft,  drop-outs,  underground 
newspapers,  the  Founding  Conference  of 
the  NY  High  School  Student  Union. 
Teenagers  are  encouraged  to  work  with 
the  show.
